[By African Cable.) Col. Carter left 
Kiawassa on the morning of June 26 
with the intention of reinforcing .Capt.

An Important Communication 
About Mining in Russia. 


Strike in the South Bisbee —Upper Colo- 
rado Placers—Edison Process. 


The State Debartment, Washington, 
has made public the following mem- 
orandum received from M. Cassini, 
Russian Ambassador at Washington: 

“Mr. Secretary of State: The 
question of gold mining on the Russian 
Pacific coast has called forth numerous 
inquiries addressed both to the im- 
perial embassy and to the Russian con- 
sulates in this country, by citizens of 
the United States who are desirous of 
participating in the exploitation of 
the mineral wealth in Russian territory. 
Erroneous views have arisen in this 
connection which it is my duty, in the 


imperial government granted, 
under date of April lith, the exclusive 
right to exploit the minere!l wealth 
in the Peninsula of Tchoukoash to 
Col. Voliarliarsky, of the Russian 

This gentleman has organ- 
ized an expedition, under the direction 
of Mr. Bogdanovitch, a mining en- 
gineer, which sailed from Russia April 
18th May ist, for the Peninsula of 
Tchoukotsk via the United States.

TRANS-ATLANTIC TELEPHONY. 


INVENTION PERFECTED WHICH 
RENDERS THIS POSSIBLE. 


{SPECIAL CORRESPONDENCE OF THE TIMES.) 
NEW YORK, June 23.—Dr. M. L. 
Pupin has made public an invention | 
of his whereby it becomes possible to 
telephone across the Atlantic. The in- 
vention is based on an effect of dis- 
tributed induction which makes feas- 
ible the passage along the cable of' vi- 
brations of higher frequency than for- 
merly. While Dr. Pupin states that a 
telephone cable can be constructed 
over which people can talk across the 
Atlantic by means of the principle he 
has worked out, at present the com- 
mercial practicabilty of such a cabie 
is doubtful. The real use of such a 
system of circuit construction, he 
thinks, would be in telegraphy, where 
it would lend almost marvelous aid, 
and enormously enhance the capacity 
of cables. In this system, however, it 
would be neither impracticable nor 
dificult to make a cable that would 
transmit easily the highest overtones 
that are siggificant in the telephonic 
transmission of speech. Men's voices 
range in frequency of vibration from 
125 to 150 eycles per second.

Pupin has been experimenting, also, 
with a well-known system of multiplex 
telegraphy applied to the artificial ca- 
ble proposed for telephone operation. 
The results striking, notable 
enough, in fact, to encourage Dr. Pupin 
to speculate freely on what might hap- 
pen in the working of a cable that could 
carry 1500 cycles per second. The or- 
dinary rate of operation on an Atlantic 
cable is about five cycles per second, 
working simplex. A cable 300 times as 
fast woul carry 300 times as much 
business, or, assuming an equivalent 
earning power, it could afford to 
charge less than one-tenth cent per 
word for its messages. An international 
postal card costs 5 cents, and one has 
to walt three weeks for an answer. 
With the cable message at about the 
same price, the answer would return in 
three or four hours. So, when this com-

ELEVATOR DISEASE. 


AFFECTION OF THE HEART FROM 
RAPID ASCENT AND DESCENT. 
{SPECIAL CORRESPONDENCE OF THE TIMES.) 

NEW YORK, June 23.—The latest 
thing in ailments is the “elevator dis- 
ease.” This, physicians say, is a form 
of heart disease caused by constant 
riding up and down in a rapidly-trav- 
eling elevator. An attack of such 
heart failure is said to have befalien 
the conductor of a runaway elevator, 


This troyble is daily becoming 
more common among persons who run 
elevators, especially in lofty buildings. 
The explanation given is that the sud- 
den ascent and descent, and the shocks 
of jerking stoppages gradually tell on 
the action of the heart, and especially 
as the altitude above the sea level in- 
creages.

TWELVE DAYS FROM NEW YORK 
. BY SANTA FE FREIGHT. 


“Uncle Sam” got in early -yesterday 
morning, occupying two !mmense freight 
cars on the Santa Fé line, having come 
all the way from New York to Los An- 
geles without stop. “Uncle Sam” is a 
great modern perfecting press, weigh- 
ing miore than sixty tons, specially bullt 
by R. Hoe & Company of New York 
for the Los Angeles Times. A mionthy 
or more will be required to set up the 
new machine and put it in complete 
running operation. “Uncle Sam” is 25% 
feet long, 13 feet wide and 11 feet high. 
This superb sextuple machine is to be 
added to The Times battery of fast 
printing presses, making the third 
press to be used in producing the Dally 
Times, the Sunday Times, the Magazine 
Section and the Saturday Times and 
Weekly Mirror. The other presses in 
the battery are named, respectively, 
“The Old Guard” and “The Columbia.” 

The three machines are capable of 
producing at a single operation com- 
plete twelvc-page copies of The Times 
at the rate of 72,000 per hour, turning 
out the sheets all printed, pasted, 
folded, counted and delivered, ready for 
the mails or the carrier.

ful discovery. The agricultural jour- 
nals throughout the eountry are now 
discussin~ this method and are recom- 
mending the spraying of trees with 
crude coal oil, followed by a spraying 
of caustic soda, which has done such 
effective work in Mr. Clark's orchards 
here. First the trees are treated to a 
spray of crude oil, which kills all forms 
of parasitic life which affects fruit or 
foliage. Then, in about twenty min- 
utes, the tree is sprayed with a solu- 
tion of water and caustic soda, which 
washes off the oi] and forms a soapy 
suds which runs down the trunk of the 
tree and cleans everything to the earth. 
The emulsion formed by these applica- 
tions adds new life and vigor to the old 
trees and forces an earlier leafing of 
even young trees. J. M. Clark has one 
of the finest apple orchards in the 
State, consisting of sixty acres in full 
bearing. and has used this treatment 
for the past three years, and proved its 
efficacy by havi his trees all free 
from any pests and in fine condition.

State, long before it was my fortune 
to take notes upon agricultural topics 
for The Times. It is, consequently, 


poses, as the Department of Agricul- 
ture has decided to survey the lake 
and its outlet, Cache Creek. Clear 
Lake is a body of water about thirty 
miles long by seven or eight broad and 
of great depth. It has no commercial 
i ce whatever, but the riparian 
lands would prevent the damming up of 
the lake to increase its holding capacity 
and thus convert it into an immense 
storage reservoir to irrigate Napa 
county, which lies below. Our people 
will be very much interested in this 
survey, as it shows that the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture does not intend 
to let that big surveying approprie- 
tion lie idle. ‘The survey of Clear e 
is already under way and the results 
will determine whether it will pay to 
lower the lake by diverting its waters 
by an artificial channel into 
the creek at the outlet. When 
I was there a survey had been 
made for a big electric power pro 
sition which was never carried 
out owing to the opposition of the ri- 
parian owners, who objected to either 
the raising or lowering of the big lake. 
This is the only body of water in the 
world, perhaps, where the fish are 80 
plentiful that they block the streams 
with their immense numbers in leaving 
the lake to spawn. It is a fact that the 
fish crowd up Kelsey Creek in such 
quantities in the spring that thousands 
of them are thrown out upon the land 
and perish. If the government is as 
fortunate in its Southern California se- 
lections for its early surveys as it has 
been in Lake county it will command 
the confidence of our people at once. 


The Agricultural Department at

TATE PATHOLOGIST, Cc. 
Townsend, whose headquarters are 
at the Maryland Agricultural Col- 
lege, in speaking of the pear blight, 
says it is the most destructive enemy 
to the fruit in this State. In the last 
two weeks a great deal of it has been 
cut out and burned, and now the re- 
sult of the work can be seen. If the 
cutting was severe enough to remove 
all the blight-producing organisms the 
trees have a green and healthy-look- 
ing appearance, but if the cutting was 
not severe enough, as in many cases, 
the disease is only slightly checked in 
its course down the limbs and 
branches, as evidenced by the appear- 
ance of more dead leaves and a dis- 
coloration of the bark near the ends 
of the cut branches. In all cases where 
the cutting was not severe enough it 
will have to be done over again, and 
until the bark, wood or pith have a 
perfectly healthy appearance, regard- 
less of loss of fruit or wood, or else 
the blighted branches wil! die before 
the fruit has time to mature. 
A study of the disease shows that it 
is produced by a minute organism, and 
not by weather conditions, as sup- 


way down through the sap between 
the bark and wood. The most impor- 
tant way to control the disease at 
present consists in cutting outs and 
burning the diseased branches, and the 
longer it is delayed the more severe 
must be the cutting and the greater 
the danger to the life of the tree. 
Observation and experience also 
show that cultivation and fertilization 
cause the blight to increase. Those 
conditions which tend to increase the 
sap and produce a succulent growth 
also favor the development of the 
blight, and for this reason it is ad- 
visable to get orchards affected with 
it down in sod ag soon as possible and 
have them in that condition for one 
or more years. until the disease has 
been eliminated or reduced to @ min- 
imum.—{Washington Times: —

The Prune Scale. 
NE of the largest scale insects 
that works in Southern Califprnia 
is the prune scale, Lecanium 
pruinosum. It is even larger than the 
black scale. It is usually a little more 
brown, and is often coated at this sea- 
son with a whitish su&tance, so it is 
called the frosted scale. It has not the 
rough H-shaped appearance of the 
black scale, but is smooth, and not 
quite as convex as the black scale. It 
is at this season mature, and we find 
under the scale many of the hundreds 
of white eggs, which fall off as so 
much dust,,as we disturb the scale 
covering. I have known these frosted 
scales on prune trees several times 
since I came to Claremont, but I have 
not known them to do serious harm. 
There seems to be something not 
favorable to their increase, as they soon 
disappear. This season I hear of them 
on walnut trees. I have tiem from 
Ventura and Orange counti««. I think 
they are not numerous, and trom all I 
know, I should not expect them to do 
much damage. If they increase so as 
to threaten damage, then they may be 
destroyed by spraying with the kero- 
seen emulsion or resin wash, as soon 
as the leaves fall. It is much easier to 
do effective work when there are no 
leaves on the trees. The prune scalé 


I have observed, all in May, and so 
we can treat them when they are all 
young and easily killed. The black 
scale is becoming more and more vary- 
ing in its time of maturing, and so 
more difficult to destroy. I can now 
find newly-hatched scale, those hatched 
in early winter, that are now about 
half-grown, and those with eggs. We 
have now two well-marked broods, the 
June broods, when the ones hatch, and 
the December brood.—[California Cul-

THE FARM. 
HE Division of Botany of the 
United States Department of Agri- 
culture, has been conducting a se- 
ries of investigations of the deepest 
concern to those engaged in growing 
plants from seeds. Information in re- 
gard to the action of different chem- 
icals upon the é@prouting of seeds is 
very uncertain, the theory having 
even been advanced that the treatment 
of the seeds with certain chemicals 
before planting assisted in their ger- 
mination. In following up this line 
of work to ascertain the effect of dif- 
ferent forms of commercial fertilizers 
on plants of different character, it 
was found that fertilizers containing 
more than 1 per cent. of potash and 
sodium nitrate were very detrimenta! 
to the germination of seeds, whether 
applied directly or mixed with the 


soil. 

Another important conclusion.drawn 
from these experiments is that fertili- 
zers composed of phosphoric acid, or 
lime, are much less injurious to ger- 
mination than the above, and if not 
used in excess may be harmless. Com- 
mercial fertilizers in general, it was 
shown, should not be brought into di- 
rect. contact with germinating seeds. 
The effects of treating seeds with 
chemicals before planting, is not the 
same as when applied as fertilizers, 
and it seems almost certain that pot- 
ash, phosphoric acid, nitrogen, or lime, 
when used ag fertilizers, favor germi- 
nation. 

The chief injury to germination from 
chemical fertilizers, It was shown, is 
inflicted upon the young sprouts after 
they leave the seed coat and before 
they emerge from the soil, while the 
seeds themselves are injured only 


slightly, or not at all. 


German Meat Bill Explained. 

ARON HERMANN, agriculture 

expert of the German Embassy, has 

received copies of the meat inspec- 
tion bill recently passed by the Keich- 
stag, and with the authorities here has 
made a careful study of its purpose and 
its effect. He made the following state- 
ment on the subject today: 

“Owing to the historical development 
of the German empire, each one of the 
confederate States and a great many of 
the larger cities had various special 
laws regulating meat inspection, which 
were carried out in different ways, ac- 
cording to the imoortance ‘which au- 
thirities attached to the protection 
of public health. 

“These many different laws and reg- 
ulations became more and more an im- 
pediment to trade, and 19 do away with 
much disagreeable friction in i.terstate 
and foreign commerce the confederate 
States resolved to abolish all theve local 
laws ani restrictions, and to create one 
law, and a uniform system for the 
whole ei:npire 

“The new law will require two sepa- 
rate inspectiors in the German empire. 
First, an inspection of the live stock 
before slaughtering, then an inspection 
of the siaughie meat, thus giving 
gcuaruntee that no meat or meat prod- 
ucts coming from  diseasei or un- 
wholesoine animals will go to the ev-n- 
sumer either in the larger cities or 
small villages of the German empire. 
This has been urgently required for a 
long time By all the boards of health as 
an absolute protection of public health 
in a country thickly pulated and 

y overcrowded as y is to- 


y. 

“If all the animals slaughtered in 
Germany have to pass through the 
double examination which I have men- 
tioned, it is evident that the meat 

roducts of other countries intended to 

imported into Germany also must 
pass a similar inspection. This will be 
the case in the future for all the coun- 
tries exporting meat and meat products 
into Germany. No discrimination will 
be made against any one country; all 
will be treated alike, and meat prod- 
ucts, whether they come from Austria, 
Denmark, Australia, Argentine or the 
United States, when found wholesome 
at the port of entry, after having 
passed the same inspection to which 
all home products must be subjected, 
will enter into the channels of trade 
without finding another inspection law 
and different regulations at the doors 
of every single State or even to 
as has been the case.” 

In bringing about this uniform sye- 
tem, Baron Hermann says, the fram- 
ers of the measure were confronted 
with the difficulty of inspecting certain 
classes of such as canned goods, 
as the oe of the can would prac- 
tically destroy the contents. It was 
also felt to be impracticable to inspect 
small bits of pickled meat, and it was 
decided to include a few of these prod- 
ucts. Baron Hermann estimates them 
at 6 or 7 per cent. of the total meat ex- 
ports from the United States to Ger- 
many, and 1% to 2 per cent. of the entire 
trade of this country with Germany. 
He calis attention to the fact that 
bill does not apply to German colonies, 
which take a considerable part of the 
American export of canned goods. He 
believes the chief meat exports of the 
United States will be facilitated by the 
uniform inspection, and the trade in- 
creased. 

When Barron Hermann was asked if 
the measure was to be considered as 
one of protection to German goods 
against competing foreign goods, sim- 
ijar to the American tariff laws, he said 
the tariff idea did not entef into the 
calculation.—[{Globe-Democrat.

Overcultivation and Famine. 
FAMINE has repeatedly been de- 
clared by Indian officers to be more 
disastrous than war, both in the 
loss of life and the expenditure of 
money, and in the last twenty-five 
years India has been thrice ravaged 
by famine. Twenty-five years ago the 
province of Maisur lost 1,000,000 peo- 
ple. The failure of crops in the ex- 
treme south of the peninsula put al- 
most that entire country under suf- 
fering. The government was slow to 
act and for that it was condemned. It 
was engaged in an expensive war, the 
subjugation of Afghanistan, which was 
accomplished by Lord Frederick Rob- 
erts. The famine of that year gave an 
enormous impetus to railroad building 
and it was declared that in the future 
ne such dreadful loss of life couid again. 
occur, because food could be promptly 
brought into the afflicted districts. The 
presence, however, of the _ railroads 
does not seem to have minimized the 
distress o¢ saved life. | 
The cause of these frequent famines 
in India may be ascribed to two rea- 
sons-the first, of course, to the failure 
of in, and the second to the over- 
working of the soil. All India Is too 
fully cultivated, and the land is re- 
quired to do more than it possibly can. 
A native raiat never gives his land a 
respite. He makes it yield from three 
to four crops a year, and the result is 


impoverishment. The land simply re- | 


fuses to return a crop‘*fof some years; 
and thus recuperates from the strain 
to which it has been subjected. It has 
been under consideration to enact laws 
for the protection of the soil, but the 
argument has been advanced that the 
raiat has to so cultivate In order to 
meet the tax levied on the land. This 
continual rotation of crops has been 
the cause of famine, and will continue 
to be the cause until some means of 
protection is devised for the overculti- 
vated soil. 

The plan followed by the government 
for givieg relief is either by direct 
monetary aid or by providing work. 
Huge camps are formed in the center 
of a famine-affiicted area, and there be- 
tween the walls thousands are fed. 
Their diet is rice and chile water, and 
each man, woman and child has an al- 
lowance sufficient to keep body and 
soul together. If under the diet their 
condition so improves that they are en- 
abled to work, they are at once sent to 
the engineer in charge of some en- 
gineering work. Many miles of railroad 
and large reservoirs have thus been 
built through pauper labor.

Tanning Skins. 


A READER, Mrs. A. L., of Duniap, 


Tll., asks me how to tan Belgian 

hare skins. I have kilied a good 
many of these animals and often 
thought it a shame to throw their skins 
away. But that is quite generally done. 
As I stated in my last, the usual way 
of skinning hares is by ripping the 
skin open in the back and pulling half 
over the head and the other haif the 
other way, thus, of course, spoiling the 
skins for tanning. I do not know to 
what particular use the skins could be 
put, but they seem to be a very good 
fur, and ought t o come handy for some- 
thing. I am not an expert tanner, and 
can give no advice. Directions, however, 
have frequently been given in almost 
any agricultural paper. I find, for in- 
stance, the following in “Short Cuts,” 
Practical Farmer: “To tan hides with 
the hair on, for soles, mats or rugs, 
wash the skins and remove all fleshy 
matter by scraping. Then wash hair 
side with warm water and soap, and 
rinse. Take one-quarter of a pound 
each of salt and pulverised alum, one- 
half ounce of borax, dissolve in hor 
water; add enough rye meal to make 
a thick paste and spread on flesh side. 
Then fold lengthwise, flesh side in. Let 
remain two weeks in an airy and shady 
place, then unfold, shake well and wash 
flesh side in water and scrape with a 
dull scraper. Pull and stretch and work 
until dry.—{T. Grenier in Farm and

LEADING DEFECTS. 

The leading defects in the present 
course of study are enumerated as fol- 
lows, with the committee’s comments: 
“(a) Too many subjects are assigned 
to a grade. The results are, loss of 
the power of concentration, and lack 
of interest. 
“To accommodate the subjects, the 
daily programme now must be divided 
into many parts. The pupil becomes 
bewildered in trying to pass so rapidly 
from subject to subject, so his young 
mind learns to protect itself by tak- 
ing all subjects Nightly. In order to 
pass easily through so many changes, 
the mind must avoid concentration. 
Again, almost all subjects are begun 
in the lower grades, and are carried 
through the course. This precludes 
the natural curiosity felt for new 
things, and thus one of the most 
potent influences for education, inter- 
est, is lost.

“Therefore, we suggest that 
subjects be taken at one time, and as 
far as possible, that subjects be com- 
leted near the grades where they are 
ntroduced. 

“¢>.) There should be less intense, 
exacting study for young children. The 
preparation of a at number of pa-

COMMITTEE'S SUGGESTIONS.

“As to reading,” says the report, “we 
believe that Intelligent reading is the 
fundamental! requisite for an education; 
therefore, we would make reading the 
center of a course of study. The first 
and second grades should have at least 
four readers each; the third, fourth and 
fifth, three each; in the sixth, seventh 
and eighth grades, reading lessons 
should come from histories and selected 
pieces of iiterature.. There should be 
no critical work with literature below
